L-Trytophan linked to rare blood disease 


NEW YORK — Reports of potential cases of an unusual blood disorder 
have risen to 243 as investigators press an international investigation focusing 
on a possible link to the dietary supplement L-tryptophan. 

The disorder has been reported in 35 states and the District of Columbia, 
Edwin Kilbourne of the federal Center for Disease Control said Thursday. 

One woman died from the disorder last week in Minnesota, said Michael 
Osterholm, the state epidemiologist. Other patients have been hospitalized. 

The disorder has been named eosinophilia-myalgia syndrome, but the CDC 
said it is not known whether the disorder is new. 

The agency defines the syndrome as including an abnormally high number of 
white blood cells called eosinophils, plus severe muscle pain. 

The cause of the disorder remains unknown, but since many patients report 
having taken L-tryptophan tablets or capsules, the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration has advised consumers to stop taking them temporarily. 

Doses of L-tryptophan are used by some people for insomnia, depression, 
premenstrual syndrome, or appetite control. 

The supplements have been sold in a variety of stores, but on Tuesday a food 
industry group asked retailers, distributors and wholesalers to suspend sales 
temporarily. 


Congress pay raise zips through House 


WASHINGTON — House members voted Thursday to raise their pay by 
more than $30,000 a year over the next 13 months — to above $120,000 a year 
— while revising ethics rules to put new limits on outside earnings. 

The bill was passed 252 to 174, just 10 months after intense public criticism 
forced the House to reject a larger pay increase. 

The new proposal sped through the House with strong support from the 
leaders of both parties and an endorsement from President Bush. A slight 
majority of Republicans voting opposed the bill despite Bush’s stance. The 
Senate was expected to consider it Friday. 

“T can understand and sympathize with people in my district who make 15 
and 20 and $30,000 a year who would have trouble understanding why this kind 
of pay level is needed,” said House Majority Leader Richard Gephardt, D-Mo. 

“But,” he told his colleagues, “in your heart and in your mind you know it’s 
the right thing to do.” 


De Klerk opens public facilities to blacks 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa — President F.W. de Klerk on Thursday 
declared all beaches open to blacks, and he promiised that the law allowing 
racial segregation of public facilities would be repealed as soon as possible. 

“There is no alternative for South Africa but the road of reconciliation, of 
creating opportunities for all the people of this country in a way which is fair, 
just and equitable,” he said. 

“The time has arrived to repeal this act,” he said, referring to the Separate 
Amenities Act which his National Party put into law in 1953, allowing white 
local governments across the country to bar blacks from parks, libraries, 
swimming pools, civic centers, buses and public toilets. 

The act cannot be repealed formally until Parliament reconvenes Feb. 2. 

De Klerk’s declaration “that all beaches will henceforth be accessible to all 
members of the public” also requires action by municipal and provincial 
authorities. 

De Klerk, who took office in August, said his announcements were “in line 
with our stated goal to eliminate discrimination.” 


6 Jesuit priests killed in El Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — Armed men killed and mutilated six 
Jesuit priests, their housekeeper and her daughter Thursday after bursting 
into their house at a leading university. A witness said uniformed government 
troops were involved. 

The government denied responsibility, condemned the slayings as “savage 
and irrational” and said an investigation was under way. 

The killings were committed “with lavish barbarity,” said the Rev. Jose 
Maria Tojeira, the Jesuit Provincial for Central America. “For example, they 
took out their brains,” Tojeira said. 

“If this spiral of violence continues, death and destruction will sweep away 
many, especially those who are of most use to our people,” said Rivera Damas 
after leading a prayer over the mutilated bodies. 

The slayings came on the sixth day of fierce combat in and around this capital 
following an attack by leftist Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front 
guerrillas. 


Stout gets life; judge urges no parole 


SALT LAKE CITY — Confessed killer Steven Ray Stout has been sen- 
tenced to life in prison for the 1988 murders of two women, but the judge who 
refused to impose the death penalty recommended he never be paroled. 

The 33-year-old West Virginian stood quietly Thursday as Judge James S. 
Sawaya formally imposed sentences of life and five-years-to-life for the Jan. 
22, 1988, murders of 41-year-old Bonnie Craft and her daughter, Maureen 
Turner, 19. 

Stout had pleaded guilty to capital homicide in the death of Craft and 
second-degree murder for killing Turner. 

Sawaya, who heard the case without a jury and issued the written order 
Wednesday, said he would urge the State Board of Pardons to keep Stout 
behind bars for the rest of his life. Parole is at the will of the pardons board. 

The victims’ relatives, who cried and hugged one another outside the 
courtroom following the sentencing, took little comfort in the judge’s recom- 
mendation. “I wanted the whole shot for this turkey,” said Lou Couran, father 
of Craft and grandfather of Turner.

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State abortion rate 
decreased in 1988

Out-of-wedlock births increased in 
Utah last year while abortion and in- 
fant death rates decreased, according 
to statistics released by the Utah De- 
partment of Health. 

Utah’s Vital Statistics Summary 
reported 4,218 out-of-wedlock births 
in Utah, or 117 out-of-wedlock births 
per 1,000 births in 1988. 

In 1987, Utah had 3,919 out-of- 
wedlock births or 111.1 per 1,000 
births. 

The United States reported 
933,018 out-of-wedlock births or an 
average of 244.9 per 1,000 births in 
1988. 

Utah County had 486 out-of-wed- 
lock births or 66.1 per 1,000 births. 
San Juan County reported 108 out-of- 
wedlock births or 303.4 per 1,000 for 
the state’s high average. 

There were 4,149 abortions per- 
formed in Utah in 1988 or 115.1 abor- 
tions per 1,000 births as compared to 
4,191 abortions or 118.8 abortions per 
1,000 births in 1987. 

The United States reported 
1,353,671 abortions in 1988 or an av- 
erage of 356.1 abortions per 1,000 
births. 

Utah County’s reported abortions 
were well below the national average 
at 229 abortions in 1988 or 34.7 abor- 
tions per 1,000 births. 

Salt Lake County had 2,598 abortions 
or 176.0 abortions per 1,000 births in 
1988. 

Summit County had state’s highest 
abortion rate in 1988 at 375.0 abor- 
tions per 1,000 births.

Brockert said, “It (the high death 
rate in Utah County) was chance vari- 
ation. I would wager it would be 
lower in 1989. I don’t think it reflects 
anything on the medical care (in Utah 
County).” 

Utah reported 152 postnatal deaths 
in 1988 as opposed to 163 postnatal 
deaths in 1987. Utah County had the 
state low of 14 postnatal deaths or 2.1 
deaths per 1,000 people. 

The United States had 13,700 post- 
natal deaths in 1988 or 3.5 deaths per 
1,000 births.

‘Records help match donors, recipients 


“We have had so many BYU stu- 
dents and professors call about 
Kirsten that we decided to sponsor 
bone marrow testing at BYU,” 
Richey said. 

If a match is found for Doxey, she 
will have the chance to live a normal 
life, she said. 

Boné marrow testing is very simple 
and painless, Richey said. The type of 
marrow each person has can be identi- 
fied by taking samples of blood, 
Richey said. 

Anybody between the ages of 18 
and 55, with no history of AIDS, hep- 
atitis, cancer or a heart condition can 
donate marrow, Richey said. 

To donate marrow, doctors take 
the marrow from the hip bone of the 
donor. Only the marrow which is in- 
side the bone is removed, not the ac- 
tual bone, Richey said. 

The pain is like falling on ice, she 
said. 

The donor has to stay in the hospi- 
tal one night, and recovery takes 
about three days, she said.

phone calls increase 


alarm another person whether or not 
a conversation ensues. 

Furthermore, the Utah Criminal 
Code defines telephone harassment 
as making telephone calls at ex- 
tremely inconvenient hours or in of- 
fensively coarse language. Also, if a 
caller insults, taunts, or challenges 
another in a manner likely to _provoke 
a violent or disorderly response, the 
caller would be guilty of harassment, 
according to the Utah Criminal Code. 

Under the Utah Criminal Code, 
telephone harassment is a class B mis- 
demeanor, with a potential of a $1,000 
fine and up to six months in jail. 

“The victim is generally a female, 
and the types of telephone calls range 


from silence or heavy breathing, to 
threatening or obscene statements,” 
said Dan Evans, crime prevention 
specialist of the University Police. 

The caller wants to evoke some 
type of response from the receiver, he 
said. 

It is important not to respond to the 
caller, to remain calm, hang up the 
telephone and call the police, he said. 

With today’s technology, detection 
of the offender is not as difficult as it 
was in times past, Evans said. 

“By utilizing computer technology, 
the telephone company and the Uni- 
versity Police can identify the source 
of the telephone calls and conduct an 
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investigation,” he said.

Arnold Report. 

The Arnold Report is a report on 
the Honor Code that was submitted 
April 20, 1989 by a university commit- 
tee. This committee has since been 
dissolved. 

Taylor said the proposal will be 
sent up the line soon, “in a timely 
manner.” 

Trey Lathe, a SAC member repre- 
senting the College of Biology, said 
the proposal has not been presented 
to the BYU student body because the 
council wanted to wait for some feed- 
back. However, Lathe said students 
have a right to know exactly what 
SAC is doing. 

“Students should know what we’re 
proposing. They should realize that it 
is just a proposal, but at the same 
time they should know that we’re 
making it. They should know the Stu- 
dent Advisory Council is doing some- 
thing,” Lathe said. 

Three ‘main problems are’ ad- 
dressed by thé proposal: students do 
not understand the Honor Code, they 
have lost their feeling of ownership 
for it and the dress code overwhelms 
everything else in the code, Lathe 
said. 

According to the proposal, the 
Honor Code should also be reworded 
to create an actual code. 
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turn right at the SE traffic light in uBleasant Grove. 
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It would read, “We believe in being 
honest, true, chaste, benevolent, and 
virtuous, and in doing good to all 
men.” 

“This simplified definition will help 
to create more student awareness, 
since the wording is familiar to Lat- 
ter-day Saint students, and will leave 
little doubt in the students’ mind as to 
what is expected of them as defined in 
the code,” according to the proposal. 

If the Dress Code was separated 
from the Honor Code, the Honor 
Code would receive the emphasis and 
respect that it deserves, according to 
the proposal.

But from a Cougar standpoint that 
is allin the past.

this year the men in blue have every- 
thing in their favor. 

Cougar quarterback Ty Detmer 
leads the nation in passing efficiency 
and passing yardage—even ahead of 
Heisman candidate Andre Ware of 
Houston. Detmer has thrown 25 
touchdown passes, completed 224 of 
357 (efficiency of 169.2). Detmer is 
also on track to break the NCAA, 
single-season passing mark of 4,571 
yards held by Jim McMahon. Detmer 
has 3,875 yards in 10 games, Ware has 
3,824. 

The Ute defense has been less than 
impressive all year long, giving up an 
average of more than 500 yards per 
game—that ranks them last in the 
WAC in total defense. 

Prior to practices Tuesday after- 
noon, one positive thought for the Ute 
fans was the weakness of the BYU 
secondary in recent games.

It’s like a bad dream that refuses to 
go away. Indeed, hardly a BYU soul 
could bask in the limelight after the 
Cougs beat Colorado 20-17 in the 1988 
Freedom Bowl. After all, so what if

team in the state of Utah. And as we 
all know, that’s sort of like finishing 
second in an ugly contest. 

Perhaps the most beautiful thing 
about the annual Utah-BYU game is 
the fact that it is no longer a pre- 
dictable affair.

“Commercialism is here to 
stay,” board member Blaine 
Evans said. “I am reminded daily 
as I drive past the sign at Lehi 
High to bring in Fred Meyers’ re- 
ceipts.” 

The receipts are turned in by 
the schools for computers and 
software. 

Board Member Linda Camp- 
bell said the broadcast would give 
students an opportunity, for more 
ethnic awareness: 

Pothen said all aquipiedt and 
service for the broadcast would 
be free to the district. She said 
the cost would be covered by com- 
mercial advertisers and that the 
district could cancel its contract 
with Channel One at any time. 

Board members agreed to 
provide more information about 
the service to principals, teachers 
and parents before making a deci- 
sion. The district could have the 
service installed by next fall.

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E. Germany to restructure 
cabinet, politicians say

WEST BERLIN — The East Ger- 
man leadership agreed Thursday to 
give more than one-third of the seats 
in the new Cabinet to non-Commu- 
nists, who now have only four, 
sources involved in the negotiations 
reported. 

Sources in the Liberal Democrats, 
one of four small parties that have 
been allied with the Communists, said 
Premier Hans Modrow would reduce 
the Cabinet from 44 members to 26 or 
27 and assign at least 11 ministries to 
non-Communists. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl of West 
Germany said people of East Ger- 
many must decide on German reunifi- 
cation, but the top Kremlin adviser on 
German affairs ruled it out. 

Nikolai Portugalov said in an inter- 
view with the. Soviet news agency 
Novosti there will be two German 
states “for the foreseeable future and 
also in the long term.” 

Mass emigration and pro-democ- 
racy protest have created great pres- 
sure for reform in East Germany. The 
Liberal Democrats have said they will 
ask Parliament on Friday to eliminate 
the constitutional provision of a “lead- 
ing role” that guarantees supremacy 
to the Communist Party. 

Liberal Democratic sources said 
late Thursday that Communist Party 
chief Egon Krenz had agreed to sup- 


port a Cabinet with more than one- 
third of the seats held by non-Com- 
munists. 

That would allow the ruling party 
to retain its dominant role while ap- 
pearing to respond to demands for 
more democracy.

Previous governments have duti- 
fully carried out the wishes of the rul- 
ing Politburo.

tion among existing political groups. 

Manfred Gerlach, leader of the Lib- 
eral Democrats, said he would urge 
other parliament deputies Friday to 
vote for removal of the “leading role” 
language from the constitutional, 
which cguld open the way to a multi- 
party system, 

Gerlach’s party and the other three 
small allies of the Communists were 
formed to give an impression of vari- 
ety in East German politics, but the 
Liberal Democrats have grown more 
independent during the recent tur- 
moil. 

In a report on the coalition talks 
with Krenz, the official news agency 
ADN said the government planned to 
name a committee of activists from 
several groups to propose democratic 
changes. 

It added however, that proposed 
reforms would be considered “at sev- 
eral parliament sessions,” indicating 
significant action: could not be ex- 
pected soon. 

Kohl addressed the West German 
parliament in Bonn for the first time 
since Hast Germany lifted travel re- 
strictions on its citizens a week ago 
and opened the Berlin Wall. 

He said East Germans “must be 
able to decide for themselves which 
path they want to follow in the future. 

They know best what they want. 
That pertains also to German unity, 
to the question of reunification.” 


Israeli heart 
transplanted 
to Palestinian

JERUSALEM — The heart of an 
Israeli soldier ambushed and killed by 
Arab guerrillas was sewn into the 
chest of a Palestinian on Thursday, a 
gift of life that family members said 
transcends the bitter war between 
Arab and Jew. 

Hanna Khader, 54, a former hotel 
manager from Israeli-annexed east 
Jerusalem, was recovering in stable 
condition in the intensive care ward at 
Hadassah ‘medical center, Khader’s 
family said. 

“——, I don’t really know what to 
say,” said his daughter, Jamilla. “We 
thank the family that agreed to give 
the heart to a human being without 
looking if he were an Arab or a Jew.” 

Khader’s wife, Mary, said: “I can’t 
tell you how happy I am. He’s a hu- 


man being and there is no difference | 


between a Palestinian and an Israeli 
in such cases.” 

Jamilla told Israel radio the family 
learned from the media that her fa- 
ther’s heart donor was a slain Israeli 
soldier. 

She indicated her family had some 
concern that they could be targeted 
by Palestinian or Islamic radicals for 


. accepting an Israeli’s heart, but said 


“in such cases we can not mix politics 
with medicine.” 

The heart was removed from Sgt. 
Zeev Traum, 40, after he died 
Wednesday night of a head wound 
suffered after Palestinian guerrillas 
raked his patrol jeep with at least 28 
rounds of automatic gunfire in an am- 
bush Monday, Israel radio said. A 
second soldier also was killed. 

Traum, an army reservist and fa- 
ther of four, was the 42nd Israeli to 
die in the violence of the 23-month 
Palestinian uprising against Israeli 
rule. At least 615 Palestinians have 
been. killed by Israeli troops or civil- 
ians in the bloodshed. 

Another 146 Palestinians have 
been slain because they were sus- 
pected of collaborating with Israeli 
authorities.

U.S.-Soviet 
tariff barriers 
may depart

WASHINGTON — Commerce 
Secretary Robert A. Mosbacher 
said Thursday a historic easing of 
travel restrictions in the Soviet 
Union would clear the way for the 
removal of U.S. tariff barriers “if 
all conditions are met.” 

Mosbacher said President Bush 
would recommend that Congress 
approve a one-year grant of lower 
tariffs on Soviet imports after the 
new Soviet legislation clears final 
passage. 

Mosbacher did not spell out the 
conditions at a joint news confer- 
ence with Konstantin F’. Katushev, 
the Soviet minister ’of foreign eco- 
nomic affairs. They.signed com- 
mercial agreements designed to 
boost U.S. investments in the So- 
viet Union and to explore a new 
trade agreement. 

Moscow nullified the last accord 
in 1975, a year after Congress de- 
manded freer Soviet emigration as 
the price for cutting high import 
tariffs. 

Soviet trade with the United 
States is hampered by restrictions 
embodied in a law that allows the 
granting of lower tariffs only if the 
Soviet Union permits freer Jewish 
emigration. The lowered tariffs are 
available to most of the U.S. trad- 
ing partners under what is known 
as most-favored-nation status. 

“We want to make clear that we 
are not beginning negotiation of a 
trade agreement,” Mosbacher 
said. “This can come only after the 
Soviets codify their emigration leg- 
islation and after a waiver under 


the Jackson-Vanik amendment be-. 


comes possible.” 

The process, Mosbacher told the 
news conference, could take one to 
three months — or even “a lot 
longer.” He said that congressional 
restrictions on trade credits — the 
Stevenson amendment — will be 
maintained. 

Anticipating U.S. action to facili- 
tate trade, Soviet Ambassador 
Yuri V. Dubinin earlier told re- 
porters at the Soviet Embassy, 
“We are expecting some positive 
steps from the U.S. side.” He 
called the Soviet legislation, which 


is nearing final passage in Decem- | 


ber, a breakthrough and evidence 
of “new thinking:” 

The legislation establishes the 
right of all Soviet citizens to travel 
abroad — permanently or on visits 
— and reduces or eliminates most 
restrictions in effect now.
